OF BISHOP'S HOME 


VIENNA, (lP\—Nazi storm troop- 
ers invaded the palace of Archbish- 
op Sigismund Waitz at Salzburg and 
occupied all but three private rooms 
while the 75 year old prelate was at 
a conference of bishops here, it was 
learned. 


The palace is state Property and 
the archbishop had been ordered to 
evacuate it by the Nazis but he was 
doing so too slowly, authorities de- 
clared. 

Msgr. Waitz is ranked as prince- 
archbishop. He is the Roman Cath- 
olic primate of Germany. 

Archbishops of Salzburg were cre- 
ated imperial princes by Rudolf of 
Hapsburg in 1278. The church and 
state were usually closely allied, al- 
though there were periods, especi- 
ally during the reformation, when 
relations were severely strained. 

The archbishop’s palace, one of 
the show places of the city of eight 
convents and 25 churches, includ- 
ing the 17th century. Renaissance 
style cathedral, has always con- 
tained government offices.
